• Replace pavement along 11.5-mile stretch of southern 

stretch of I-40 / I-440.

•	Extend the lanes between ramps in each direction at  

— US 64/264 (Exit 293) / Gorman St (Exit 295)

	 — Gorman Street (Exit 295) / Lake Wheeler Rd (Exit 297)

•	Extend deceleration lane—off ramp for Rock Quarry Road  
(Exit 300B)

•	Rehabilitate 14 bridges within project zone
